SATISFACTORY POSITION. 


Sir Philip Hanson. moving the adoption of 
the report and balance sheet, said thet the 
position disclosed was satisfactory, spd should 
be an incentive to future effort. They could 
not expect to have donations of the kind men- 
tioned every year, and they could not hune in 
this country, which was not well endowed 
with wealthy men, to get funds on the scale 
got. by the British Friends of the National 
Collections. That was one of the :easons why 
they had been devoting their effurts so much 
to the encouragement of the Municipal Art 
Gallery of Dublin, which had not a State 
grant or other resources, but had a very fire 
collection. 

The Society had to take a risk in buying 
pictures by contemporary painters, as no one 
could properly appraise what these paintings 
would be worth in the future.

It behoved all of them to do their lest to 
spread knowledge and membership of the 
Society as far as they could. He paid tribute 
to Miss S. H. Purser, whose energy kept the 
Society going, and hoped that others would 
he forthcoming with time and energy to sup- 
port her efforts. 

Miss Olive Purser seconded the motion, 
which was carried.

England.” Some of the French officers are 
reported to have presented their swords to 
the proprietor .of the hotel as a mark of 
their esteem. He had them manufactured 
into carvers, and as such they were said 
to have been used in the hotel for many 
years.

There is now quite a long 
series of electrical recordings of performances 
of his orchestral works, conducted by the 
composer himself. The latest addition is the 
“Crown of India” Suite, an arrangement of 
music written by Elgar for a masque In 
celebration of the King-Emperor's visit to 
India in 1912. Much of the music reminds 
me of the composer's ‘‘ Wand of Youth 
enites. Colonel Brasé directed a performance 
of the “Crown of India” Suite by the 
No. 1 Army Band, which was broadcast 
from 2RN ; bat in there records we hear the 
London Symphony Orchestra, and can enjoy 
the greater brilliance of effect that is 
possible with full orchestra. Space ts found 
on one of the discs for the “ Femp and 
Cireumstance’’ March No. 5. When the 
first “‘Pomp and Circumstance’’ marches 
were published more than thirty years ago 
they were announced as belonging to a set 
of six, but the set has not yet been com- 
pleted. This new one, the fifth, was played 
for the first time about seven weeks ago in 
London, when Mr. Ernest Newman  com- 
mented on the freshness and youthful spirit 
of its style, 

More Elgar music is heard in a record of 
the Organ Sonata played by Mr. G. D. Cun- 
ningham. Some defects in the recording 
seem to be due to the unsuitability of the 
bnilding, the Alexandra Palace, where the 
record was taken 

THE FIRST SYMPHONY. 

Mengelberg, the Dutch conductor, has been 
in America, conducting the Philharmonic 
Symphony Orchestra of New York. The 
visit has vielded a fresh recording of Bee- 
thoven's First Symphony. It would be alto- 
gether delightful if there were less surface 
noise—a fault that seems to be creeping back 


| into records, for I have noticed it in some 


recent Columbia records as well. . 

Pianoforte music is strongly represented in 
the new issues of gramophone records. On 
records L.X. 99-102 we have a 
complete set of the Mazurkas of Chopin as 
played by Ignaz Friedman. Another com. 
pany has issued records of Mazarkas played 
by another Polish pianist, Niedzielski. Other 
pianoforte records this month include “Die 
Fiedermaus,’’ concert-paraphrase on waltz 
motives, and “ Rosamunde,”’ air de ballet, 
played by Ania Dorfmann (Columbia D.X. 
191); ‘* Capriccio in B. Minor” (Brahms) 
and “ La Cathedrale Engloutie " (de Bussy). 
played by Arthur Rubinstein; “ Rondo” 
(Hummel) and ‘‘Isolderis Liebestod” (Liszt), 
played by Benno Moiseivitch; and “ Slavonic 

nee No. 15"’ (Dvorak) and “* Waltz from 
the First Suite '” (Arensky), pianoforte duets, 
plaved by Ethel Bartlett and Rae Robertson. 

The latest . record Of Hubermann, the 
violinist, contains the “Air on the G String *’ 
(Bach) and “ Waltz im'A Maior” (Brahms). 

For records of Elisabeth Rethberg’s sing- 
ing in future the ‘“‘ celebrity’ price must 
be paid. It seems a pity to have used up 
one side of her new record with vet another 
version of the ‘Jewel Song” from “Faust” ; 
her singing of the “ King of Thule’’ ballad 
deserved a less hackneyed companion piece 
There are former records of Rethberg, at a 
lower pricé, which might be looked ap first 
by those who have heard high opinions of 
this cultured and intelligent singer. 

On his organ at the Regal Cinema in 
London, Quentin Maclean now has a piano- 
forte stop. He has used it in performances 
of Gershwin’s “ Rhapsody in Blue” and 
Liszt’s Hungarian Rhapsody No. 2, both of 
which ean be heard on Columbia records. I 
shall not be expected to recommend them. 
but Mr. Maclean’s amazing cleverness com- 
pels mention.

R. H. TOPPING, H.M. in the Balfast

information given to the detective-sergeant 
before he disclosed his identity. because 
what the defendant said to him subsequently 
could not be regarded as information given 
with a view to the sale of tickets in a 


lottery, though it was relevant as showing | 


what were the defendant’s duties in connec- 
tion with this lottery, and how he was to 
perform those duties. 


“PIG IN A POKE.” 


‘It is also necessary to consider what the 
words proposal or scheme, as used in this 
charge, mean. Publishing a proposal, or 
scheme, for the sale of tickets in a lottery 
must mean something more than merely 
stating one has a book of tickets for anyone 
who wants one. The defendant did not 
show the detective-sergeant a ticket or even 
produce one to him, Had he done so, the 
detective-sergeant might, or might not, have 
learnt from the ticket what was the pro- 
posal, or scheme, for the sale of tickets in 
this lottery, but unless the detectiye-ser- 
geant had obtained this information from 
the ticket, or in some othér way from the 
defendant, he would, if he had bought the 
ticket, have bought a pig in a poke, and 
though he might have learned from outside 
sources all about the terms and conditions 
proposed to induce persons to buy these 
tickets, yet he could not have held the 
defendant responsible for the information so 
acquired, as the defendant did not himself 
publish any terms or conditions to him. 

“ Having heard the detective-sergeant’s 
evidence, we remain entirely ignorant of the 
terms and conditions on which it was pro- 
posed to sell these tickets. We have learnt 
nothing of the cost of them, and the ‘prizes 
offered, and of the event on the result of 
which these prizes were to be distributed. 

“For all these reasons we find that the 
defendant did not publish to the detective- 
sergeant a proposal, or scheme, for the sal 
of tickets in a Jottery, and we dismiss the 
case on the merits.’’

Surveyor’s Action 
_ Criticised.

WEXFORD, Tuesday. 
HE Wexford County Council, by thir- 
I teen votes to twelve, defeated a Lalour 
motion. that the resolution reducing 
the County Surveyors estimate for road 
maintenance from £75,395 to £40,000 be re- 
considered. 

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment wrote directing the Council to consider 
the County Surveyor’s estimate, and stating 
that it was not competent for them to make 
a general reduction. Furthermore, the 
County Surveyor could not be expected to 
alter his opinion as to the sum which he 
considered necessary for repair and improves 
ment. The Department also pointed out 
that the making of grants by them towards 
the upkeep of main roads would depend upon 
the fact whether the estimates showed that a 
reasonable sum was proposed for expendi- 
ture for the upkeep of all roads. 

Accompanying the Department’s letter 
was a copy of one addressed to the Depart- 
ment by the County Surveyor, informing 
them of the teduction made by the Council 
in bis estimates, and stating that the Council 
declined to make any segregation between 
main and county roads, or as regards im- 
provement works. With £40,000 allocated it 
would be impossible properly to maintain 
the roads. 

A COMPLAINT, 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon complained of the 
action of the County Surveyor in taking 
upon himself the action of writing to the 
Department over the heads of the Council. 

The County Surveyor said that he was 
bound to see that sufficient money was allo- 
cated for the roads, otherwise he would be 
held responsible for their deterioration, It 
was, therefore, his duty to acquaint the 
Free State Local Government Department. 

Chairman (Mr. M. Doyle}—Is that pre- 
scribed in any of your duties’ 

The County Sarveyor—I believe it is. 

Chairman—You believe it is, but you have 
not got it in black and white: If the County 
Surveyor is to be the servant of the Local 
Government Department we have no use for 
him. If he is to be our County Surveyor 
we have every use for him, but I think he 
has embarked upon duties outside his office 
altogether in writing to the Department. 1 
think it is a gross excess of his duty to 
notify the Department as to what our pro- 
ceedings were.

DECISION.

Lord Justice Best concurred, but Lord 
Justice Andrews differed from his colleagues,

The Lord Chief Justice, giving judgment, 
said that the plaiotiff was a member of the 
Amalgamated Society of Lithographic 
Printers and auxiliaries thereto of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and had caused an 
originating summons to be brought before 
Mr. Justice Wilson to raise the question of 
his right to superannuation benefit under the 
rules of the society.

SEEKING TO LEGALISE A GENERAL STRIKE.

Sir Boyd Merriman, Solicitor-General in 
the late Government, said that the bill, 
which was being sponsored by the Govern- 
ment’s legal advisers, was designed to 
make Jawful a general strike, such as 
occurred in 1926, and to make it infinitely 
more difficult to show that any strike came 
within the criminal law. It was designed 
to make the more cowardly forms of in- 
timidation legal, and to corece trade 
unionists to subscribe to the funds of a 

itical party with which they had no 
sym y. It would allow civil servants 
to divide their allegiance between the State 
and trade unions allied to a political party, 
and would permit local authorities to say 
‘that wages me out of the ratepayers’ 
money should only be paid to members of 
‘political trade unions. 

--Rhe question of what constituted a 
political or an industrial and sympathetic 
strike needed to be much more clearly 
defined than it was. He believed that 
many of the statements made by the 
Attorney-General in his speech were un- 
sound in law. They, on the Opposition 
side, were still awaiting an answer to the 
question whether. it was the intention of 
the Government to make legal a repetition 
of the strike of 1926. They wanted to 
ensure that such events as happened in 
that year were not to become a chronic 
feature of our political life. (Cheers. )

SIR JOHN SIMON’S 


CRITICISM. 

Sir John Simon remarked that judg- 
ment on this bill would be found in a 
much simpler issue than the technicalities 
of law. Neither the Attorney-General! nor 
the Lord Advocate had made the slightest 
attempt. to give an answer to a very 
simple question. (Opposition cheers.) The

Mr. Lloyd George—I would not mind 
being cross-examined as to my primary 
motive, if my hon. and learned friend is 
also prepared to be cross-examined. 
(Laughter. ) 

Sir John Simon—-He would be a 
sanguine man who supposed that th- case 
would be over by; to-morrow morning. 
(Laughter. ) 

Continuing, Sir John said the first 
clause of the bill was absolutely and com- 
pletely indefensible, and he did not see 
how it could be cured by amendment. it 
was urged that trade unions were being 
hampered and restricted, but were they ? 
During the last three years the aggregate 
duration, in working days, of all disputes 
in progress had been 14,080,000. Not one 
of those strikes was interfered with under 
the Act,of 1927, 


A FINAL CONSIDERATION. 


There was one final consideration. What 
possible justification was there for intro- 
‘ducing a bill of this character at this time 
at all. The primary object of the Labour 
Party, as declared at the last election, 
was to deal with unemployment. Mr. 
Lloyd George had said that this Govern- 
ment was tackling every job except the 
job the people sent it to do. (Opposition 
cheers.) This complicated bill was not the 
sort of business to which the Government 
should be devoting the whole of its 
energies, more especially as clause by 
clause it had been demonstrated to be per- 
fectly worthless and unacceptable. (Op- 
position cheers. ) 

It was no secret what the Liberal Party 
proposed to do, but, personally, he was in 
favour of humane slaughter. (Loud 
cheers.) His hon. and learned friend, Mr. 
Norman Birkett, apparently preferred 
death by a thousand cuts. (Laughter. ) 
A general strike was an act of war; it was 
a form of industrial blockade, and here w+ 
had the absurd situation that the Foreign 
Secretary was going to Geneva to urze 
peace and disarmament, and the Home 
Secretary was pointing out in the cotton 
dispute that a strike was not the best way 
of securing improved conditions. This 
bill, he concluded, can only be intended, 
if not to encourage, at least to facilitate 
and make possible, the evils which the 
country resisted in May, 1926. (Cheers. ) 

Mr, W. J. Brown, Labour member for 
Wolverhampton, in supporting the bill, 
said that for the first time in the history 
of this Parliament, they had an absolutely 
united party behind the Government. This 
was not the result of discipline, but of the 
production of legislation which reflected 
the sentiment of the party as a whole. 

The debate was adjourned until! to-day.

State Expenditure. 


Farmers ; Call for 
Reduction. 


——_ 


Mr. J. F. Medill, Secretary of the Kerry 
Farmers’ Association, writes:—‘‘As the 
matter of de-rating has become a real 
national issue, it has been very interesting 
for some considerable time back to read in 
the Press suggestions from different sources 
as to how the money for the financing of 
the scheme can best be found, such as in- 
crease in income tax, petrol tax, and even 
taxes on “€eftain articles of food; but all 
the |gewitses would have seemed to have 
evaded ‘the matter of reduction of our 
present impossible expenditure, which, it 
might be assumed, is based on the idea that 
the Free State is a huge industrial State 
with Jarge resources, rather than on a 
realisation of the fact that it is only a poor 
agricultural country, whose products, chiefly 
ag*icultural preduce, has got to face intense 
competition in the markets of the world. 


OFFICIALS’ SALARIES. 

“Jt is not proper for any organisation or 
body to go about and cry down the State, 
and make the outside world believe that the 
ccuntry was beyond all hope of recovery, 
and, in fact, not good for a pound’s worth 
of credit. It is not, however, unreasonable 
to ask that when the country is suffering its 
share of the world-wide depression, that all 
its citizens should be compelled to bear 
their fair share of such depression, and not, 
as at the moment, expect the producing 
wing to make all the sacrifices. At the 

esent time, between direct and indirect 
taxation, it takes something like £30,000,000 
to rug the Free State, and, tc jucge how 
this is being distributed, ome need not go 
beyond the bounds of his or her own county 
to notice the salaries that are being pa‘d 
to officials, and to ask where it is all going 
to end. . 

“To the credit of the Minister for Agri- 
culture it must be admitted that much has 
been done to improve produce, this being 
most necessary when it is realised that the 
competition of outside countries, all pre- 
pared, regardless of expense, to place their 
products on the market in the quickest and 
most saleable form, governs the position; 
but it is felt by the farming community that 
little can be gained in increased production 
if the extra competitive profits are going to 
be eaten up by a horde of officials. 
Under such circumstances it is useless 
to talk of farming prosperity when the 
true.position of irs can best be found 
by recourse to the Sheriff's office, the rate 
collectors’ books, the office of the Irish Land 
Commission, the retail merchants’ books, or 
to the books of the creameries. 


EXPENDITURE. 

“Our organisation, outside Cork, the 
largest in the Free State, has on its pro- 
gramme a call for a drastic reduction of all 
State expenditure, at least amounting to an 
average of 124 per cent., and is even pre- 
pared to go so far as to put up two cand)- 
dates at the next general election to further 
its demands. If a business firm finds that 
its outlay is greater than its income, it must, 
in justice to its shareholders, take stock of 
its position and devise ways and means of 
putting matters right. If it were to devise 
a policy of halying its profits, and were even 
by so doing to double its sales, it would still 
find that it arrived back at the old position, 
Its only sane policy to follow would be to 
lay the true position before its employés and 
suggest either a general reduction of salaries 
and overhead charges to meet. its losses, or, 
if this were to be refused, to cut down the 
staff and place the extra work on the 
shoulders of those kept on. If the employés 
possessed any common sense they would take 
the reduction in general. ow different 
then, it might be asked, is the running of a 
successful State from the running of a 
successful business ? : 


THE FARMER.

SALARIED EMPLOYES’ SALARIES. 


The Commission on Hours of Work of 
Salaried Employés consisted of 4 repre- 
sentatives of Governments, 17 employers, and 
17 workers. 

Article 1 of the draft Convention may be 
quoted as an indication of its scope :— 

1—This Convention shall apply to persons 
employed in the following establishments, 
whether public or private: (a) commercial 
or trading establishments, including Fe 
telegraph, and telephone services, and com- 
inercial or trading branches of any other 
establishments; [b) establishments and ad- 
ministrative services in which the persons 
employed are mainly engaged in office work ; 
(c) mixed commercial and industrial estab- 
lishments, unless they are deemed to be in- 
dustrial establishments. 

Subject to exemptions and exceptions per- 
mitted, the hours of work of | persons to 
whom the Convention applies must not 
exceed 48 in the week or eight in the day 
(provided that the maximum hours of work 
in the week may be so arranged that the 
hours of work in any day do not exceed 


10). 
FREE STATE VOTE. 


The Free State Government delegates 
voted against the adoption of this Conven- 
tion, and an explanation of the negative 
vote was given, It was pointed out that 
the recent decision of. the Oireachtas in 
favour of ratification of eleven Internationa! 
Labour Conventions was adequate proof not 
only of the loyal support. of the work of the 
International Labour Office by the Free State 
Government, but of the practical manner in 
which that support was shown in An 
Saorstat. 

It was in this spirit that the subject of 
the international regulation of hours of work 
for salaried employés was considered, hut 
the Free State Government came to the 
conclusion that it could not support the 
implementing of an international agreement 
on the lines of that proposed. Whilst it 
was prepared to favour nn international 
recommendation regulating hours of work of 
salaried employés, it could not accept the 
Convention presented to the Conference. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


The question of the “ residence ” qualifi- 
cation in the Unemployment Insurance 
(Northern Ireland) Act, 1928, was again 
raised in relation to the provisions of Article 
3 of the Convention concerning unemploy- 
ment. This question was discussed both 
by the Commission established to consider 
the annual reports on the observance of 
conventions ratified and at the plenary 
session of the conference. The Commission, 
having heard statements made by representa- 
tives of the Free State and the British 
Governments, decided to include a reference 
to the complaint in its report for sabmission 
to the conference 

The Free State Government delegate, who 
was a member of this Commission, in 
summing up the work dove by the Commis- 
sion and in indicating the necessity for a 
simpler method of procedure for making 
complaints than that entailed by reference to 
the Permanent Court of International Justice 
at the Hague, said that the dispute was be- 
tween the British and the Irish Free State 
Governments in relation to the three years’ 
residence qualification imposed by the 
Northern Ireiand Unemployment Insurance 
Act, 1928. This qualification was an obliga- 
tory condition precedent to eligibility for 
Unemployment Insurance towards which the 
worker had already paid his contributions, 
and was not in accordance with the spirit 
of Article 3 of the Convention concerning 
unemployment.

‘TWO CIVILIANS KILLED AND 


MANY INJURED.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Fierce fighting between police and Nazis, 
on the one hand, and Communists, on the 
other, occurred last night in the streets of 
Geeschacht, a suburb of Hamburg. 

Two civilians were killed, three police- 
men and three Communists “seriously 
wounded, and a large number of others 
slightly injured.

Sir Reginald Coventry, K.C, for the 
Countess, said that while the animal and two 
other racehorses were being exercised along a 
country road, between Eastcote and Northolt, 
on March 22, Silver Idol. was struck on the 
hoof by a lorry driven by a servant of the 
defendants, who failed to stop when signalled, 
as he should have done under the ations. 

The injury to the horse’s hoof was so 
serious that the animal had to be destroyed. 
Silver Idol, added Sir Reginald, was sired 
by Silver Image, the winner of the Jubilee 

andicap at Kempton. Silver Idol’s trainer 
considered it to worth more than Bay 
Morn, which it had beaten in a trial, and 
which was valued at £1,500. 

The defendants’ answer to the claim was 
that the. horse’s injury was due to the fact 
that it kicked out, but that suggestion, said 
Sir Reginald, was not re, by the evi- 
dence of veterinary surgeons, which would 
be tendered. 

William Templeman, the driver of the 
lorry, declared that he stopped to let the 
horses pass him. He thought Silver Idol 
must have kicked out, and thus injured its 
hoof. 

A special commissioner of a sporting news- 
paper, said he considered £50 would be a fair 
price for a pony of the pedigree and record 
of Silver Idol. 

Mr. Justice Branson gave judgment for

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman said that the progress during the 
year was very satisfactory, considering that the 
entire year’s work was completed in eight months 
foliowing a Jate Convention last year. Special 
thanks were due to the Minister for Defence and 
the heads of departments and districts for their 
wterest. To Genera: O'Duffy, who placed the 
Garda handhall alleys at their disporal, and the 
Secretary of the G.A.A.. who assisted them 
throughout the year, thanks were also due The 
lack of proper training facilities, especially in the 
Dublin area, hampered progress, but there was a 
ray of hope for some improvement in this respect. 

The Secretary, Commandant T. Ryan, in his 
report, showed progress in every section, but mest 
improvement was shown in hurling, football and 
athletics. The Marathon and Decathion Cham- 
nionships, which were held for the first time, were 
guccessÍul. 

FACILITIES FOR TRAINING. 

Major-General Sweeney, Chief of Staff, addressed 
the delegates, and said that he appreciated the 
manner in which the Association carried on 
against great difficulties. Personally, he did not 
expect such rapid strides, and great credit was 
due to the Council, ' 

There were training difficulties due to dis- 
charges and recruiting of new men, and it was 
likely that that would be the case again this year 
In a few years, however. a more stabilised state 
of affairs would exist and better facilities afferded, 

The President then presented the O'Callaghan 
trophy for the best all round unit, and stated 
that the achievement of the 2nd Battalion (Porto 
bello) was the more remarkable considering their 
heavy duties. 

There were twenty notices of motion tabled, but 
these principally concerned the position of the 
smaller units. The chief decision was that which

THE WOOL INDUSTRY. 


lt is gratifying to know that the Angora 
wool industry is now flourishing. This in- 
dustry has been under a cloud for some time 
past, but has now surmounted every obstacle, 
and those fortunate enough to sess the 
real fur-producing type. of Angora rabbit are 
finding a ready and profitable 

market for theie: Anges wool. 
Rabbit-pelts have also been imported into 


| England in large quantities, notwithstanding ' 
the fact that there are several large rabbit 


farms of over 5,000 head of stock in Eng- 
land. No less than 80,000 pelts of one par- 
ticular breed of rabbit were made up into 
articles of wearing apparel during the past 
season. 


PELTS FOR THE MARKET. 


' That the rabbit industry is now a sound 
commercial proposition is beyond the shadow 
of doubt. It must be understood, however, 
that not any kind of pelt will find a market. 
Pelts must be of good quality. These can 
easily be obtained by procuring good founda- 
tion stock (which may be had from reliable 
breeders in Ireland) and afterwards by 
cateful attention fo matings. Only healthy 
rabbits in good coat and true to type 
should be used in the breeding hutches. If 
these points are observed there is nothing 
to prevent the merest novice from producing, 
not alone a first-class fur rabbit, but also 
from carrying off the red card at an exhibi- 
tion show. 

It is gratifying to know that we have in 
cur own country ‘stock that can hold its own 
against all comers. 


IRISH STOCK DO WELL. 


At the recent Championship Show held at 
Bradford on the 16th and 17th inst., where 
there were over 6,000 entries, stock. from 


the journey. Several first, second and third 
prizes were won by members of the various 
rabbit societies, both North and South of 
the border. 

If these facts were known to our people 
the. rabbit societies would: have a great 
addition to their membership, and with a 
strong membership in all our rabbit societies 
a central organisation could he formed to 
market our own products in our own 
country. 


EASILY KEPT. 


The cost of keeping rabbits—in the rural 
districts especially—is very small. Bunny 
is ‘a most obliging little animal, eating 
almost everything that, grows in the carden, 
including weeds. tabbits for exhibition. 
however, require a little extra attention and 
appreciate a tit-bit; but should not cost more 
than 2d. per week each: 

As many of the wild fur bearing animals 
are now almost extinct. the future of the 
naturel undyed rabbit fur is assured, es- 
pecially as the rabbit has been bred to re- 
present as nearly as possible the: fur-bearing 
animals now fast becoming things of the 
past.

NO SUNDAY CINEMAS 
IN LONDON. 


DECISION AFFIRMED BY- 
COURT OF APPEAL. 


In the Court of Appeal, London, yesterday, 
judgment was given in the appeal by the 
London County Conncil against a decision of 
a King’s Bench Divisional Court, that a rule 
for certiorari should issue against them with 
regard to the opening on Sundays of cinema 
theatres and picture houses within § their 
jurisdiction. . 

The litigation concerned the legality fa 
decision by the Theatres and Music Hails 
Committee of the London County Council, to 
permit the Astoria Cinema, Streatham, to 
open for public performances on Sundays cn 
certain conditions, one of which was that 
the profits should go to selected charities. 

Lord Justice Scrutton, giving judgment. 
said :—'' I might content myself with saying 
I have carefully considered the decision of 
the Divisional Court, and entirely agree with 
it, but in deference to the arguments cf 
counsel. and to the London County Council, 
I will give my reasons for coming to the ccn- 
clusion I have. Before the invention cf the 
cinema—that blessing to the world—a _ vase 
from Brighton arose as to the legality of 
Sunday concerts. It was admitted that ad- 
mission was free, but a charge was made fcr 
reserved seats. The Court said to the 
common informer: ‘ You prove that :dmis- 
sion was free. Go awav and pay the c.sts.’ 
On that slender foundation a structure ap- 
peared to have been built un. wnon whieh 
certain people hoped to avoid the Sunday 
Observance Act. but they conid not nresnme 
that this device would free them fem 
penalties. So long as an Act vac en tle 
Statute Book the way to get rid of it was 
by repeal, It was not for any subordinate 
body’ to take upon: themselves the task of 
disobeying it. 

‘* Neither the London Countv Conncil nor 
any such body,” eoncluded His Lordsnip, 
“ has the authority to dispense with tre per- 
formance of the law as laid down in the 
Statute Book. Therefore, I think the appeal 
should be dismissed with costs. ' 

Lord Justice Greer said there might be a 
strong argument that it would be an ad- 
vantage to the public that cinemas should | 
open for some part of Sunday, but the Court 
had no power to deal with that. 7

OW a trail of sawdust escaping from 
id the lining of a safe led to the arrest 
of three men, and how secret State 
documents from the safe, concerning mobilisa- 
tion matters, were left lying in a passage, was

John Norman Cartwright (31), labourer, 
Gladstone street, Birkenhead; and Charles 
Jones (33), labourer, Brook street, Birken- 
head, who pleaded guilty to office-breaking 
and the theft of a safe containing £92. ! 
Rushton, who was described by Mr. Justice 
Finlay as the leading ‘spirit, was sentenced to 
ten months’ imvrisoument. and Cartwright 
and Jones each to Six months’ imprisonment. 
Counsel prosecuting said that Rushton was 
Staff quarterinuster-sergeant chief clerk at head- 
quarters, Second Cavalry Division, Royal 
Army Service Corps, Territorial Army, in 
Harrowby road, Tranmere. Cartwright and 
Jones were not members of the unit, but thev 
were drinking with Rushton in the sergeants’ 
mess at night. i 
Later, at the request of Rushton and Cart- 
wright, a taxicab driver drove to the orderly 
room. and the three accused men carried the 
safe from the room to the taxi and drove to 
Certwright’s house. | , 
The accused, said counsel, then smashed 
the safe with an axe and chisel, took out. the 
money. and dragged the safe through back- 
wayg fo a passage, where they left it. They 
did not notice in the darkness that the saw- 
dust lining of the safe had left a trail all the 
wav, and when the police found the safe they 
followed the trail to Cartwright’s house. 
Sixty-two pounds of the stolen money had 
been recovered. Rrshton admitted that he 
had destroved £16 10s. in notes in an effort 
to avoid discovery.

FOURTEEN. 


GIRL BOUND OVER FOR 
BIGAMY, 


“It 3s an extraordinary thing to me that 
a girl at the age of sixteen should have gone 
through two forms of marriage,” said Mr. 
Justice Finlay, at Liverpool Assizes yester- 
day, when he und over Mrs. Margaret 
Douglas, aged 16, of Pleasant street, Widnes, 
on an accusation cf bigamy. : 

George Peter Parker (21), an asbestos 
worker, of Pleasant street, Widnes,. was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment in the 
second division for aiding and abetting the 
offence of bigamy. 

Mr “RE C. Easenhigh, prosecuting, said 
that the girl was married when only fourteen, 
at a register office. 

The Judge-— Did 

fourteen ? 
' Mr. Essenhigh—-Yes. She and her husband 
lived together abont five months, and then 
they separated. -'Two months later..she met 
Parker, who went to the girl’s husband, .and 
said—‘' Maggie :.nd I want. to. get’ married: 
can't you get a . divoree’”’ The 
husband said that she was his. wife; 
and he would have nothing to do with it, 
However, Mrs. Douglas and Parker went 
through a form of marriage at Warrington 
Register Office, the girl giving her maiden 
name of Margaret Blackmore, and her age 
as twenty-one. 

The Judge—Surely inquiry was made as to 
whether fourteen was a proper age for this 
girl’s marriage. 

Mr. Essenhigh—It was quite legal then, but 
if it had been twelve months later it would 
have been illegal. 

Mr. Essenhigh added that a week after the 
bigamous marriage Parker had a family 
difference, and he went to the police at 
Widnes, and informed them. what had 
occurred.
